Bodie Standard, for libel, with dam- 
ages placed at 325,000, waa dismissed 
with judgirie'nt for defendant in his 
costs. lUna is placed on record an- 
other victory for the press. In near- 
ly all of the libel suits on this Coast 
against newspapers but few have re- 
covered judgment, and in such rare 
cases the libel emanated from a de- 
sire to lavy blackmail. 
Wherever a 


newspaper lias, in the legitimate pur- 
suit of its. avocation, been subjected 
to a suit for libel, it has invariably 
been successful in its defense, and 
the case of the Standard js only an- 
other instance where a newspaper in 
the discharge of its duties a purveyor 
of the current news of the day has 
been upheld by the decision of a 
legally constituted tribunal. W'len 
the Standard published tho item 
which brought down upon it the 
wrath ol the plaintiff in the above 
mentioned suit it had no intention 
of doing a personal or general wrong, 
and was merely carrying out its mis- 
sion as a disseminator of news. The 
plaintiff thought damage had been 
inflicted to the amount of 825,000, 
and went into court to secure a judg- 
ment for Ibat sum. 
Although at 


many stages of the suit tbe Standard 
could nave settled tha matter by a 
compromise which would cost but a 
trifls as compared to the amount 
which attorney's fees and incidental 
expenses required, principle was the 
first thought, and rather than sacri- 
fice principle it was dfltermined to 
contest the matter in the courts. 
After months of waiting the matter 
was finally decided last Wednesday 
with the above result. 
The deter- 


mination of the suit is, of cours«, 
pleasing to the proprietor of the 
Standard, but such another experi- 
ence is surely not at all sought for 
nor desirable.— Aurora Herald.
